Washington, July 6.—(By the Associated Press.)}—By comparison with what 
has gone before today was very quiet at the war and navy departments. 

There were bulletins posted in the former department, Dut there was none 
of more recent date thei yesterday, and so far from indicating an impending 
battle, that the general tendency of these bulletins was to show that no for- 
ward movement is in immediate contemplation. There is everywhere a disposition 
to insist that hereafter haste shall be made slowly and that the equipment of 
our soldiers shall be complete in every respect before they advance further. This 
is likely to be the rule even at ths expense of time and:in the face of the critl- 
cism of an element that has been vehemently insisting upon rushing the cam- 
paign without regard to cost in blood and money.

An Appeal for Prayer. 

President McKinley at 11:40 tonight issued the following proclamation to the 
American people: 

“To the People of the United States of America—At this time, when to the yet 
fresh remembrance of the unprecedented success which attended the operations 
of the United States’ flet in the Bay of Manila, on the first day of May last, are 
added the tidings of the no less glorious achievements of the naval and military 
arms of our beloved country at Santiago de Cuba, it is fitting that we should pause 
“and, staying the feelings of exaltation that too naturally attend great deeds 
wrought by our countrymen in our country’s cause, should reverently bow before 
the Divine Grace and give devout praise to God, who ‘holdeth the nations in the 
Yollow of His hands and worketh upon them marvels of His high will, and who 
bas thus far youchsafed to us the light of His grace and led our brave soldiers and 
seamen to victory. 

“J, therefore, ask the people of the United States upon next assembling for di- 
vine worship in their respective places of meeting, to offer thanksgiving to Al- 
mighty God, who in His inscrutable ways, now leading our hosts upon the waters 
to unscathed triumphs, now guiding them in a strange land through the dread 
shadows of death to success, even though at a fearful cost, now bearing them 
without accident or joss to far distant climes, has watched over our cause and 
brought nearer the success of the right and the attainment of just and honorable 
peace. | 
‘With the nation’s thanks let there be mingled the nation’s prayer that our 
gallant sons may be shielded from harm on the battlefields and be spared the 


scourge of suffering and disease while they are striving to uphold their country’s 


honor, and withal, let the nation’s heart be sstilled with holy awe at the 
thought of the noble men who have perished as heroes die and be filled with com- 
passionate sympathy for all those who suffer bereavement or endure sickness, 


wounds and bonds by reasons of the awful struggle. And, above all, let us pray 


with earnest fervor, that He, the dispenser of all good, may speedily remove from - 


afflictions of war and bring to our dear land the blessings of re- 


stored peace and to all the domain now ravaged by the cruel strife, the priceless 


boon of security and tranquillity. sk aexeeane -egmammivewnds .

The Cromartyshire Toed in Head. 

The British tron ship *Cromartyshire was wed in by the Allan liner Grecian, 
with her bow torn away by a collision sixty ms south of Sable island with the 
French steamer La Bourgogme, which latter, vel went down ten minutes later. 

Of the 831 passengers and crew on boat the La Bourgogne only 200 


were saved. 
Mrs. La Casse, wife of A. D. La Casse, langue teacher of Piainaela, N, J., was

The log of the Cromartyshire, signed by Capt Henderson, is as follows: 

“On July 4, at 5 p. m., dense fog, position of » sixty miles south of Sable 
island, ship by wind on port tack heading about pst northwest, though under 
reduced canvas, going about four or five knots pthour, Our fog horn was be- 
ing kept going regularly every minute. At that t} heard a steamer whistle on

Washington, July 6.—The annexation of Hawalil is now accomplished so far as 
the executive branch of the government Is concerned. 

Quite unexpectedly the resolutions providing for the annexation of the islamds 
were brought to a vote in the senate late this afternoon, and they were passed by 
the decisive vote of 42 to 21.

The Text of the Bill. 
The bill was originally introduced in the house by Mr. Newlands, of Nevada, 
and passed that body Jume 15th. Two days later it was reported favorably to the 


senate. Its full text is as follows: 

‘Whereas, the government of the republic of Hawall, having in due form sig- 
nified its consent in the manmer provided by its constitution, to cede absolutely 
and without reserve to the United States of America ali rights of sovereignty of 
whatsoever kind in and over the Hawaiian islands and their dependencies, and also 
to cede and transfer to the United States the absolute fee and owmership of all 
public, government or crown lands, puPlic buildings or edifices, ports, harbors, m/‘l- 
itary equipment and ail other public property of every kind and description be- 
longing to the government of the Hawa!ian islands, together with every right and 
appurtenance thereto appertaining. 

“Resolved, by the senate and house of representatives of the United States of 
America im congress assembled, that said cession is accepted, ratified and con- 
firmed, and that the said Hawaiian islands and dependencies be and are hereby 
anmexed as a part of the territory of the United States and are subject to the 
sovereign dominion thereof, and that all and singulariy the property and rights 
hereinbefore memtioned are vested in the United States of America. 

“The existing laws of the United States relative to public lands shall not ap- 
ply to such lands in the Hawaiian islands, but the congress of the United States 
shall enact special laws for their management and disposition; 

“Provided, that all revenue from or proceeds from the same as regards such part 
thereof as may be used or occupied hy the civil, military or naval purposes of the 
United States or may be assigned for the use of the local government, shall be 
used solely for the benefit of the inhabitants of the Hawaiian islands for ecuee- 
tional and other public purposes. 

“Until congress shall provide for the government of such islands all the civil, 
judicial and military powers exercised by the officers of the ex'!sting government 
in said islands shall be vested in such person or persoms and shall be exercised in 
such manner as the president of the United States shall direct, and the president ° 
shall have power to remove eaid officers and fiil the vacancies so occas‘oned. 

“The existing treaties of the Hawaiian islands with foreign nations shall forth- 
with cease and determine, being replaced by such treaties as may exist or as 
may be hereafter concluded between the United States and such foreign nations. 
The munic'pa) legisiation of the Hawatian islands not enacted for the fulfillment 
| of the treaties so extinguished and not inconsistervt with this join: resolution, 

contrary to the legislation of the United States nor any existing treaty of the 
United States, shall remain in operation until the congress of the United States 

' shall otherwise determine. 

‘Until legislation shall be enacted extending the United States customs laws 
and regulations to the Hawaiian islands the existing customs relations of the Ha- 
walian islands with the United States and other coumtries shall rema‘'n unchanged.

All the accounts of 
the battle agree that Commodore Schley 
was in command of the vessels of our fleet. 
He pursued the last of the Span'sh vessels 
sixty miles and personally brought to an 
end the most remarkable naval duel ever 
fought.” 

Mr. Stewart, of Nevada, thought Admiral 
Sampson had been unfortunate in the 
wording of his official announcement of 
the victory and in not giving im’the dis- 
patch the credit due to Commodore Schley. 
He thought it had been due to Schley that 
the credit be given him by Sampson, but 
he believed the latter would yet do justice 
to the commodore. 

Mr. Hale expressed great confidence in 
the character ard ability of both Admiral 
Sampson and Commodore Schley, and said 
the conduct and achievements of Schley 
during the historic battle had been most 
admirable.

THE DEFICIENCY BILL PASSED. 


An Effort To Keep Watch on the New 
Crop of War Contractors. 

Washington, July 6—The house. today, 
after a debate of four hours, concurred 
in the senate amendment ‘to the general 
deficiency bill authorizing the secretary 
of the interfor, the attorney general and 
the secretary of the treasury to settle, 
with the approval. of tthe president, the 
indebtedness of the Central and Western 
Pacific raiiroads to the government. 

The amendment was concurred in by @ 
vote of 96 to 86. 

An amendment was offered, and offered 
to the Pacific railroad amendment, pro- 
viding that unless a settlement was 
reached within one year the president 
should begin to ‘foreclosure proceedings 
to collect all money due the government. 

Messrs. McRae, democrat, of Arkansas, 
and Fleming, democrat, of Georgia, spoke 
in opposition. Messrs. Grosvenor, Hep- 
burn and Cannon supported it. 

The conference reports wpon the. bills 
to increase the force of ‘tthe ordmance de- 
partment and to protect harbor defenses 
and fortifications against injury were 
adopted. ~ The bill granting an American 
registry@ to the steamship Titania, of San 
Francisoo, was passed, as was also an- 
other authorizing the construction of 4a 
bridge over the Yalabusha river in Lef- 
tore county, Mississippi, by the Yazoo and 
Mississippi Valley railroad. 

In the senate Mr. Hale aalled up the 
general deficiency bill and moved to con- 
cur in the house amendment to the ques- 
tion in disagreement. The motion was 
agreed to, the bill thus being passed. 

Soon after the senate convened Mr. 
Hoar, of Massachusetts, introduced and se- 
cured the adoption of a resolution that 
the committee on rules be instructed to 
report what security there was for the 
United States against frauds and extrava- 
gance in contracts, especially such con- 
tracts as are necessary for the. prosecu- 
tion of the existing war. ‘The committee 
is directed to make a ‘thorough investiga- 
tion of the subject of government con- 
tracts. 


GENERAL JACKSON’S PROPERTY. 


Appraisement of the Estate Filed in 
Savannah. 

Savannah, Ga., July 6.—(Special.)}—The 
appraisement of the estate of General 
Henry Jackson was filed in the court of or- 
dimary today. The appraisers valued his 
real estate at $180,075 and his personal 
property at $241,894.29, a total of $421,969.29. 
The real estate consists of a large amount 
of the finest property in Savannajb, his resi- 
dence at the park being valued at $30,000 
There are several other important pieces of 
property valued all the way from $7,000 to 
$20.000 and a lot of small pieces. 

The personal property conaiste partly of 
stocks and bonds an partly of notes. He 
had due over $100,010 in notes, of which 
$51,000 was due by a member of his family. 
This is the only amount for which no se- 
curity is heid, so far as is known. The 
Okefenokee Trust owed him $27,932.94 and 
the appraisers regarded That as a good 
claim and valued it dt par. The will has 
just been probated in solemn form and 
Cornelia J. Barrow qualified as executrix. 
Mrs. Jackson, who was also named as ex- 
ecutrix, has not yet qualified.

The Fleet Catches La Reina Mercedes 
ani Sends Her to the Bottom. 
Headquarters of General Shafter, Tues- 
day, July 5, by the Associated Press Dis- 
patch Boat Dandy, via Port Antonio and 
Kingston, Jamaica, July 6. 5 p. m.—(Copy- 
right, 1898, by the Associated Press.)—The 
destruction of the Spanish cruiser Reina 
Mercedes last night (Monday), accounts for 
the last ship of Admiral Cervera’s once 
splendid squadron. She les today in plain 


view, her bow resting on the base of the 


beach under El Morro. Part of the hulf-is 
above the water and her masts ang two 
Stacks are entirely out of the water. It 
is not yet known whether she attempted to 
escape from the harbor or whether the 
Spaniards tried to sink her near the hull 
of the Merrimac and thus block the en- 
trance to prevent the Americans from get- 
ting in. 

Her sinking was most dramatic. Just 
after m‘@night she was ‘seen drifting slowly 
out of the narrow entrance by one of the 
American scouts. In a moment the fleet 
was ablaze with signals anq almost in- 
Stantly a hail of shells was hammering 
down upon her. It is not known whether 
she returned the fire, but the shore bat- 
teries opened and one six-inch shel! fell on 
the Indiana’s forward deck, exploding be- 
low. The explosion occurred in the men's 
sleeping rooms, but all were at quarters 
and no one wags hurt. 

No other American sh!p was hit during 
the engagement—or incident—which lasted 
pnly a few minutes.

_ How the Vote Came Up. 

Early “ti today’s session of the senate 
conferences of the leaders on both sides 
of the chamber were held and a tacit agree- 
ment that a vote should be taken tomorrow 
or ‘Friday at fhe latest.

ingness that a vote should be taken as 
soon as Mr. White; Mr. Pettigrew and

Neither Mr.. White nor Mr. Pettigrew 
spoke at great iength, but Mr. Allen 
thought that when he began, his speech 
might oceupy the remainder of the day and 
& part of tomorrow. However, he con- 
cluded to eliminate a part of the matter 
he had prepared and at 4:15 he completed 
his speech. 

It was evident instantly that a vote 
was at hand. The word was passed swiftly 
through the corridors and committee rooms 
and in a few minutes every senator at the 
capitol was in his seat. The galleries filled 
rapidly and members of the house of rep- 
resentatives, learning that a vote was to 
be taken, came hurriedly to the senate 
side of the great marble pile to witness 
proceedings that will be historic. 

The test vote came up on an amendment 
by Mr. White, of California. It was of- 
fered with no expectation that it would be 
adopted, but merely to place the ideas and 
opinions of the opponents of annexation on 
record.

A Woman To Read Flanagan's Mind from 
Lines in His Hand, 


THERE’S A MYSTERY IN STORY 


Scientist on Palmistry Called Herself 
“Madam Percy.” 


SHE COULD NOT BE LOCATED LAST NIGHT 


Fianagan Was Willing To Be Placed 
on the Altar of Science—How 
the Cast Was Made. 


palmistry took ga cast of the right 

hand of E. C. Flanagan, -the noted 
murderer, yesterday, and from the lines 
she expects to tell whether or not the man: 
is crazy. 

The fact that a woman has undertaken 
this rather curious work is interesting: 
enough of itself, but along with the story 
is an underplot which gives it an air of 
mystery, for although the work was done 
at the county jail and in the presence of 
bailiffs, there is no clew by which the pal- 
mistry scientist can be located. It is prob- 
able, however, that she will make herself 
known when she has completed her study 
of the lines in Flanagan’s palm. Outside 
of the bare fact that she called hberseit 
‘Madam Percy’’ nothing last night cou]d 
be learned of a person who professes to be 
able to settle a question which has been 
puzzling courte, juries, lawyers and the 
public generally for the past two years, 
and she will do all of this from the reve- 
lations of the creases in the hard and soiled 
hand ofthe murderer. . 

Three or four times did the woman call 
at the county jail within the past week 
for the purpose of getting permission to 
take casts of Flanagan’s right hand and 
yesterday she was successful. 

It was 6 o’clock in the afternoon when 
Madam Percy was allowed to ‘enter the 
prison and see Flanagan in his vell. He 
was told what she wanted and he ex- 
pressed himself as perfectly willing to be 
placed upon the altar of science. 

Placei His Hand in the Plaster. 

The woman. mixed up some plaster of 
paris and placed it in a small, shallow 
vessel. Flanagan was directed to lay his 
hand, palm downward, in the wet and soft 
plaster, which he did. In two minutes he 
was told to lift his hand and when he 
did so there was a perfect impression of all 
the lines of the hand. 

When the cast had dried it was care- 
fully wrapped in a piece of paper and car- 
ried off by Madam Percy. 

She told the jailer that she would make 
a& most careful study of the lines and 
from them she would be able to say 
whether Flanagan was sane or fmsane; and 
also to tell about his character. If he was 
feignirg insanity the tell-tale lines in the 
palm would expose him: if he was really 
& paranoOiac the fact would be reyealed 
to her. : :

An effort was made last nieht to find 
Madam Perey. The jatler said he did not 
even know the woman’s name. She had

He didn’t care anything about it, 
however, as it made no particular differ- 
ence to a man who was in such a mental 
conditicn as Flanagan. The attorney sim- 
ply did not wish the impression to get out 
that the prisoner’s attorneys were in any 
way connected with what Madam Percy 
had done. 

The result of Madam Percy’s investiga- 
tions would be read with considerable in- 
terest and it is very probable ‘that she will 
give a full analysis of her palm reading on 
Flanagan to the public.

Captain Joseph Pelham Has Been Autho- 
riged To Recruit for It. - 


‘PART OF UNITED STATES ARMY 


Will Have Sons of Veterans in Its 
Ranks To Handle Guns. 


CIRCULAR SENT TO GAMPS IN ALL STATES 


Will Probably Mobilize in Atlanta, 
but Recruits Will Come from 
Every State in the South. 


BATTERY of light artUlery will be 
“organized in the south with headquar- 
ters in Atlanta for the United States 


volunteer army. The membership of the. 


battery will consist laffgely of the Sons of 
Veterans and a prominent member of that 
organization will command the battery? 

Mr. Joseph Pelham, whose distinguished 
ancestor was one of the brilliant and gal- 
lant commanders of the.artillery of the 
confederacy, has been authorized by the 
war department to organize the battery 
and as soon as the meh. ate obtained the 
battery will be supplied with guns and 
equipment and drilled until they are pre- 
pared to go to the fron 

It is said that the branch of the army 
greatly needed in Cuba is the artillery and 
the war départment is anxious to secure 
more recruits. for this service. The new 
battery will be midbilized about August 
and for two months will be constantly 
drilled. until the hot weather is practically 
over in Cuba and then it wiil be sent there. 

Captain Pelham hag received a large num- 
ber of inquiries und ig reeéeiving applica- 
tions every day from men outside of the 
state and also In Georgia Who want to be- 
come privates. He thinks he will have no 
trouble in re¢ruiting the battery and be- 
lieves the best youmg manhood in the south 
will become members of it. 

Mr. Pelham, being the son of a veteran, 
wants to get as many of the recruits from 
the camps of Sons of Veterans in the south 
as possible. A large number of circulars 
were sent out yesterday regarding the or- 
ganization of the battery and little time 
will be lost in filing the ranks. 

A iarge number of the recruits will be 
obtained during the reunion and it is prob- 
able that the mobilization of the battery 
will be begun ait that time. The men will 
be placed in camp immediately and work 
begun. A detail of officers and men from 
the regular United states army will be 
placed with the battery to instruct the 
men in the work of handling the guns and 
horses and mules will be supplicd them as 
soon as a point of mobilization is needed 
by the war department. 

Captain Pelham nas sent the following 
letter to the camps of Sons of Veterans: 

“Atlanta, Ga.. July 6, 1898.—Comrades: I 
am recruiting an- independent battery of 
light artillery, for immediate service in 
the war with. Spain. ahe traditions of this 
branch of the service and the requirements 
of modern warfare call for the highest type 
of imtelligence, character and courage and 
I look with cunfidence to the ranks of ay 
comrades, the Sons of Confederate Vet- 
erans, for these qualities.

It will be seen from the above the execu- 
tive committee has power to elect members 
when the association is not in session, and 
when the association is in session they 
must be elected upon recommendation of 
the executive committee. ; 

Membership in the association has been 
carefully guarded. The executive commit- 
tee, when an application is presented for 
membership of a gentleman with whom 
they are not persnoally acquainted, require 
a. voucher from some member of the asso- 
ciation. In view of the fact that the execu- 
tive committee must act upon the appli- 
cation for membership in either event, the 
usage has been for applications to be sub- 
mitted to them during the interim of the 
meetings and they have acted upon them.

--AYPNOTIZE RISSE 
Experiments with the Man Whe Wants 


To Kill Sam Jones. 
MR. JONES CALLS TO SEE HIM 


Risse Fails To Recognize the Preacher, 
Who Gave a Wrong Name. 


HYPNOTISM ONLY PARTIALLY SUCCESSFUL 


Chief of Police Will Take Out a Writ 
of Lunacy for Risse—Result of 
— Jokes. 


FFORTS were made yesterday after- 
F 2000 to hypnotize J. F. W. Risse, the 

alleged paranoiac who imagines that 
Rev. Sam Jones is persecuting him. The 
scene in a corridor at the police barracks 
was one that was strangely interesting. 
Risse was surrounded by four doctors, four 
newspaper men and two attaches of the 
barracks; while just outside the corridor 
was Mrs. Risse and one of her little gir!s, 
who waited in fear and awe of an experi- 
ment of which they understood nothing. 

The doctors decided to try hypnotism 
with a view of relieving the poor fellow, 
and this decision was reaehed after a con- 
ference with Rev. Sam Jones, who came 
to Atlanta yesterday morning. 

Mr. Jones called at the police barracks 
yesterday before noon and had a talk with 
Risse, but the meeting was conducted so as 
not to let Risse know wtio Mr. Jones was. 
The meeting Detween Mr. Jones and the 
man who wanted to kill him was remarka- 
ble in many respects. Afterwards Mr. 
Jones went to see Dr. J. W. Mitchell, 
Risse’s family physician.” 

It probable that a writ of lunacy will be 
taken out by the chief of police this morn- 
ing, and Risse will be sent to the estate 
lunatic asylum for treatment. 

Behind the poor man’s dementia there is 
said to be a story of foolish cruelty, and he 
is, from all accounts, the victim of a jot of 
practical jokers. 

The man’s attempt to see Sam Jones for 
the purpose of making him retract and 
straighten a lot of wrongs, which have ex- 
isted only in his disordered brain; his subse- 
quent arrest after the police had been look- 
ing for him for two years; the visit of Rev. 
Mr. Jones to the man in prison; the at- 
tempt to place him under hypnotic influ- 
ence, and the story of how he was crazed, 
all make as interesting reading as can be 
found in the annals of police records. 

Mr. Jones Meets Risse. 

Rev. Sam Jones arrived in the city yes- 
terday morning and went to the police bar- 
racks to see Risse in company with Mr. 
John T. Stocks and Judge Fite, of Car- 
tersville. 

At the prison door Risse asked who his 
visitors were, and Mr. Jones, seeing that 
the man did not recognize him, gave the 
name of Porter. Speaking to Mr. Jones, 
and not knowing it, Risse told his imag- 
ined Nemesis all he thought about his per- 
secutor. It was probably the first time 
that ever Mr. Jones was ever told to his 
face that he “was a Pascal.” Risse told 
the whole story of how Sam Jones had 
persecuted him for mary years, and which 
has been pudlished in The Constitution. 
It did no good to assure him that he was 
mistaken. 

Risse told the evangelist that *he had 
been converted under his preaching, and af- 
terwards Mr. Jones began to hound him 
down. 

Mr. Jones left the prison, and in the af- 
ternoon called to see Dr. Mitchell. It was 
decided to leave the case in the hands of 
the chief of police and the physicians. 

Tried To Hypnotize Him. 

Yesterday afteroon Dr. Mitchell, with 
City Physician Hurt and Drs. W. B. Parks 
and ¢. C. Stockard, visited Risse an 
tried to hypnotize him, hoping to relieve 
his nervousness and, if possible, to cure 
him of the delusion about Sam Jones. 

In a corridor of the city prison Dr. Parks 
first tried the experiment. He made Risse 
stand up before him and told him to close 
his eyes. 

Pressing his hands on the subject's fore- 
head, Dr. Parks said: 

“Now, you will go to sleep. When I 
count ten you wil] find your eyes so heavy 
that you cannot open them. 

Risse opened his eyes, and the experi- 
ment was tried three or four times. It was 
evident that Risse’s eyes ‘were getting 
heavy, but ‘he was so excessively nervous 
that he was permitted to rest a few min- 
utes, 

Dr. Stockard next made the experiment. 
He stood Risse up and told him to shut 
his eyes and imagine he was falling back- 
ward, The doctor stood behind the subject 
and made passes over the shoulders. Twice 
Risse came near falling,-and was caught 
in the doctor’s arms, but again the nervous- 
ness was so great that the experiment was 
Only partially sucessful. 

Risse was placed in a@ chair and Dr. 
Stockard toid him to kéep. his eyes wide 
open and to look at his’ hand. As Risse 
stared at the physician’s fingers the latter 
kept repeating: 

“Your eyes are getting ‘heavy, and after 
awhile you cannot open» them. Suddenly 
pressing his hands over Risse’s eyes, the 
doctor closed them and said: 

“Now you are asleep.” 

Risse’s head nodded and his body swayed. 

“You are almost gone, and can now 
hear only the sound of my voice,” said the 
doctor, “and when you awake you will 
never remember there wag such a person 
as Sam Jones.”’ 

The moment the name Sam Jones was ut- 
tered, Hisse’s eyes opened with a start. 

The experiment was not further contin- 
ued, but Risse was not near as nervous as 
he had been. It is probable that the treat- 
ment will be kept up for a few days. 


In the Hands of the Chief of Police. 


Dr. Mitchell and Chief Manly held a con- 
ference yesterday afternoon. Dr. Mitchell 
said he believed that Risse ought to be 
given medical treatment, and ghould not be 
turned }oose until he was cured. The doc- 
tor expreSsed himself as sorry for Risse's 
family, who were dependent upon his 
wages for a livelihood. 

Chief Manly did not feel inclined to give 
Risse his freedom with his mind affected 
as it is, and he will take out a writ of lu- 
nacy this morning. 


A Victim of Practical Jokers. 


It wags reported to the chief of Police yes- 
terday that Riase was the victim of cruel 
practical jokers. 

It is said that Risse was converte 
the preachng of Rev. Sam Jones, nee thet 
he talked about the evangelist & great deal 
two or three years ago. The man appeared 
to be afraid of Mr. Jones's censure, and 
when some of his fellow workers ascer- 
tained this they began to tease him by tell- 
ing him that if he did not do so and so they 
would tell Mr. Jones on him. From this 
they made up stories about how Sam Jones 
was watching ‘him and circulating all sorts

sse eved that was told him, 

he began to dstribe his business footie: 
to Mr. Jones. His mind became crazed on 
that one subject, and the result of it all 
has been the sensational developments in 
his case within the peat two.or three days.

F us night for Omaha and he will 

spend the rest of the summer at the 
exposition. Governor Northen is chairman 
of the commission which raised the funds 
to make the display for Georgia at the 
great western exposition. In company 
with other members of the commission, he 
canvassed every section of the state, so- 
liciting funds. Some commissioners would 
go on one trip and some on another, but 
Governor Northen went every time, neg- 
lecting his private business to arouse in- 
terest in the movement. He made proba- 
bly fifty speeches and he labored faithfully 
in the cause. It was slow and discourag- 
ing work, but finally he had enough funds 
in sight to warrant a gpntract for a build- 
ing at the fair. After the building was 
provided for the exhibit had to be secured 
and installed. The direction of this work 
was in Governor Northen’s hands, too, and 
it took up a great deal of his time. 

AS a result of his work, Georgia has at 
Omaha a fine state exhibit in ner own 
state building. Governor Northen has pub- 
lished thousands of copies of a book enti- 
tled ‘“‘Georgia—Its Resources, Conditions 
and Opportunities.”” This book will be dis- 
tributed from dhe Georgia building and will 
be placed in the hands of western people. 
It will appeal especially to the farmers, and 
is designed to attract them to this section. 
It tells all about what can be grown in 
this state and about its minerals woods, 
cilmate, temperature and people. it is full 
of experiences of immigrants who have 
come to the state and made a success at 
farming. The chapters on fruit growing 
relate Une experiences of many fruit grow- 
ers. As is weil known, Georgia is the lead- 
ing peach and watermelon state in the 
south. This is also a great pear and grape 
State, and the people of the north and the 
west get their early vegetabies from the 
southern part of Georgia. This is a fine 
State for inay, grains and cows as can be 
found anywhere. | 

The Procession of Crops. 


Speaking of the productiveness of Geor- 
gia’s soil the year round, Governor Nor- 
then says: 

“One great advantage the farmer in Geor- 
gia has over his competitors in the north 
and west is that the can have some one or 
two crops tO market every month of the 
year. 

**Let us, begin with January. In the Dako- 
tas, in Nebraska; in lowa, in Wisconsin, in 
Minnesota, in Michigan, in Lllinois, in Mis- 
sourl, in Indiana, in Ohio, in New York, in 
New England, the farmer is frozen in, 
when ‘winter barricades the realms of 
frost.” His land is non-productive from 
Ocisber to April, or six months of the year. 
In Georgia in this month snow is seen only 
in the extreme northern part on the mown- 
tains. “WoO¥rk out of doors, in forest or-+on 
the farm, is possible and can be done with 
comfort everywhere in the state. In the 
southern part of Georgia the truck farmers 
are shipping’ English or sweet peas, rad- 
ishes, onions, lettuce, turnips, while cab- 
bage and carrots: are growing. in the field, 
and coleworts or the Georgia “blue stem col- 
lards’ are standing all winter and furnish 
a constant dish at the country table from 
fall to spring. 

“This is true of middle Georgia, also, ex- 
cept that peas, radishes and lettuce come 
a little later into the market, and a little 
later still in northern Georgia. Taking the 
three sections it may be said, roughly, that 
there is a difference of about two to three 
weeks in the seasons as between lower 
and middle Georgia and middle and upper 
Georgia. 

‘In February we have in southern Geor- 
gia the same vegetables, with carrots and 
cabbages added, which are now ready for 
marketing. Strawberries begin to come in 
from extreme south, 

“In March are shipped cabbages, carrots, 
peas, lettuce, onions, strawberries. 

“In April we have cabbages, carrots, 
beets, peas, lettuce, onions, strawberries. 

‘In May there are ready for market 
snap beans, cucumbers, potatoes, 
squashes, tomatoes, beets, strawberries, 
peaches. 

‘In June and July we have the same veg- 
etables and so on until fall. Peaches, 
which have begun in May, are fully in the 
market, and they continue through July 
and August. Raspberries and blackberries 
come into market in the early summer. 
Pears begin in summer and last through 
September. Apples commence in May and 
run through the fall. Watermelons begin 
in June and are marketable for two 
months. Cantaloupes and muskmelons are 
ready in early summer. Grapes commence 
in June and run wntil the last of August. 
Plums begin in May and l4st until Septem- 
ber. 

“The fruits and vegetables mentioned 
above are only those usually grown for 
the market. Tihere are - many others grown 
for ‘home use and available also for mar- 
keting. Fruits are specially treated of 
further in this pamphiet.” 

The governor believes that the exhibit at 
Omaha will bring a great many peopie. to 
this state in search of homes. His presence 
in Omaiha. where the can meet the visitors 
to the exposition, will be a great advantage, 
for he is. well known in the west. The peo- 
ple who were starving out there a few win- 
ters ago will never forget that it was he 
who collected a trainload of supplies in 
Georgia and sent them out free.

HOLD SESSION 


Lively Session Yesterday Was One ¢ 
Much Importance. 


RETURNS NOT MADE: RIGHT? 


Mr. Adair Says Mr. Armistead Has 
Failed ‘To Secure Descriptions. 


MR. SPALDING HEARD OF FAVORITISM 7 


The New Line to Lakewood and Light- 
ing of New Jail—An Important 
: Session. 


Tor county commissioners held an im- 
portant session at the courthouse yes- 
terday afternoon. One or two sensa- 
tional features developed and the session 
Was one of the spiciest held this year. Com- 
missioner Adair made some warm state- 
ments about Tax Receiver Armistead’s 
method of receiving property for taxation 
and remarked that Mr. Armistead would 
not get his fees unless there was a radical 
change. 

For several months the commissioners 
have been urging Tax Collector Stewart to 
make his final returns to the board so that 
the yearly budget could be made out. Mr. 
Stewart claims he has heen unable to give 
in his returns because neither the owners 
hor the location of numerous pleces of 
Property given in for taxation can be 
found, and he ts therefore unable to make 
a correct estimate of his receipts, although 
he says he has done ail he could. The law 
requires that the tax receiver shall obtain 
a full description of all property given in 
for taxation, and according to Mr. Adair 
yesterday afternoon, Mr. Armistead has 
not complied with the letter of the law. 
Mr. Stewart now has men out trying to 
locate lots and houses, the description of 
which was not taken when given in for 
taxation, it is said. He stated at the meet- 
ing yesterday there were about 300 tax re- 
turns that lacked the necessary descrip- 
tions. 

Mr. Adair first brought the matter up at 
the meeting. “I have a subject to bring 
forward,” said he, “‘wnich I want you all 
to hear. I put this board on notice that 
unless Mr. Armistead secures the proper 
description of property returned to him for 
taxation that the law requires him to make 
he will not get his fees. This is not the 
first ime we have been bothered with this 
matter. Mr. Armistead has been put on 
notice before and has never complied. It is 
the simplest ftiing in the world to secure 
the location of a piece uf property from the 
owner as he returns it for taxation, but in- 


/stead we are put to all this bother on ac- 


count of the failure wi Mr. Armistead to 
do so. There is no uSe in having laws if 
we do not carry them out and I am in 
favor of carrying thrs law out to the Jet- 
ter.”’ 

A communication’ was read from Mr. 
Stewart explaining that it was impossible 
for him to make his final returns on ac- 
count of his inability, to locate properties 
not described in tne mturns. Hé blamed no 
one. It was stated that it was not eo much 
the fault of Mr. Armistead as of the sys- 
tem, in that the receiver should be pro- 
vided with a field book similar to the one 
now in usé by the city, which would enable 
him to describe and lucate property without 
trouble. It is probable this agitation will 
cesult in some lively developments. 

Are There Favors to Taxpayers? 

Mr. Spalding also brought up a matter of 
a sensational character which may re- 
gult in some interesting developments. 

“The law requires,” said he, “that the 
books for receiving tax returns shall close 
Tune 30th. I am informed that several par- 
ties have succeeded in giving in their re- 
turns after this date, which is contrary to 
all rule. If there is anything of thie sort 
g0ing on here—if there fs any favoritism 
used in the administration of the county's 
affairs—it should he stopped. I believe 
there should be some law enacted making 
it a criminal offense for any tax receiver 
to receive tax returns after the books are 
closed.’’ 

The matter was not further discussed. 

The architects engaged to draw up plans 
for the new courthouse before the supreme 
court killed the city hall trade, have en- 
tered a claim for their services. The mat- 
ter was referred to a committee at a former 
session, which reported in favor of allowing 
the architects $3,000 in settlement yesterday 
afternoon. 

Judge Palmer took the position that the 
county had no right to pay out .money in 
any such manner. The motion to adopt 
the co ittee report was amended by Mr. 
PalmergaAat the question be referred to the 
county attorney to ascertain if the county 
had the right to pay the money. The 
amendment was lost by a vote of 2 to l, 
Mr. Palmer voting for it. 

Mr. Spalding then moved that $2,500 be 
paid the architects, and the motion was 
carried, Messrs. Spalding, Adair and Brown 
voting in the affirmative and Mr. Palmer 
in the negative. If the arctT%tects accept 
this compromise they will have to turn 
over all their plans to the county on pay- 
ment of the money. 

On motion of Commissioner Adair the 
board agreed to return the notes of the 
city of Atlanta for $150,000 for payment of 
the courthouse site on the surrender of the 
bond for title. The notes will be handed 
over to Mayor Collier at once. 

Those Old Court Records. 

A petition signed by numerous attorneys 
was read asking that the first series of 
Fulton county deeds and é¢ertuin records of 
the ordinary’s office be copied and preserv- 
ed. The commissioners seemed undécided 
as to who should bear the expense and re- 
ferred the matter to the county attorney 
for his opinion as to this pvwint. 

Coionel W. A. Hemphill presented a 
numerously signed petition from cltizens 
along Fort Sireet to have that thorough- 
fare made a public road from Ponce de 
Leon avenue to Tenth street. It seems 
that the property owners donated several 
feet frontage years ago with the under- 
standing the street was to be widened and 
improved. The’ county commissioners ac- 
cepted the deeds, but the work has never 
been done: The mattter was referred to 
the district commissioner. 

The petition from the city asking that 
the board cv-operate in the laying of wats 
pipes to the city dumping grounds and the 
Fiorence Crittenton Home was referred to 
the public buildings and grounds committee

DR. J. W. ROBERTS - 
ACCEPTS THE CHAIR 


He Is New President of the Wesleyan 
Female College, 


ACCEPTED PLACE YESTERDAY 


Refusei at First, but Was Prevailed 
Upon To Accept. : 


ONLY ONE DISSENTING VOTE WAS CAST 


Has Been Pastor of Trinity for Several 
Years and Will Take Up His New 
Work in September. 

i\ board of trustees of Wesleyan Female 

college at Macon for the purpose of 
selecting a new president of the college, 
Rev. J. W. Roberts, pastor of Trinity 
church, was elected to fill the chair made 
vacant by the resignation of Rev. John D. 
Hammond. 

Tuesday morning Dr. Roberts was noti- 
fied by telegram of his election and re- 
quested to appear before the board of 
trustees at once. He left on the first train 
and arrived in Macon in time to report 
to the trustees that he would have to de- 
cline the position. Certain pressure was 
brought to bear, however, and Dr. Roberts 
asked that he be given time to think the 
matter Ovcr. 

After cons‘dering the proposition he de- 
cided to accept and 60 reported to the 
board yesterday morning. 

It is understood that the trustees of the 
college approached Dr, Roberts on the 
subject some two wéeks ago, but at that 
time he positively refused to-~ even be 
named as a possible successor of Dr. Ham- 
mond and was under the impression that 
his name would not come up before the 
board. 

At the megting, however, he was elected 
by an almost unanimous ballot, only one 
dissenting vote being cast, and he was 
urged by members of the board of trustees 
and friends to accept. 

The election seems to give general eatis- 
faction to the members of the board of 
trustees. Dr. Roberts is about forty years 
of age and during his work in the min- 
istry has occupied some of the most impor- 
tant appointments in the North Georgia 
conference. He has been pastor of Trinity 
church for the past six years and during 
his pastorate he has endeared himself very 
much to the members of his congregation 
and peop'e of the city generally. Before en- 
tering the ministry Dr. Roberts had ex- 
perience as a teacher. as principal of the 
Bailey institute of Griffin and afterwards 
as teacher of the West End school here 
and 1s a graduate of Emory college, Ox- 
ford. Me inaugurated the present loan fund 
system at Emory and will follow up this 
work while at Wesleyan. 

Dr. Roberts returned to the city last 
night and when seen would nog discuss the 
matter. beyond admitting that he had been 
electeed and had@ accepted. 

His work at the college will not begin 
unti] September, but. it will be necessary 
for him to be in Macon before that time 
to familiarize himself with the duties of 
the office. 

It is rumored that Rev. W. B. Stradley, 
prefding elder of the North Atlanta dis- 
trirt, will succeed Dr. Roberts, and that 
Rev. R. J. Bigham, of Nashville, who has 
been secretary of the Methodist church, 
will succeed Dr. Stradley.
